Assist - 6407 Sunset - Jbox - r/p reports several transients 
sleeping inside the location. Upon arrival we observe approx 
six (6) subjects sleeping while seated at the tables. All 
subjects were advised and sent on their way

employee (Marlene) no problems to report 


Radio call - 1500 Cahuenga - Hollywood Video - r/p reports a 
transient inside the store refusing to leave - subject was GOA 
upon our arrival

with manager - no problems to report 


Assist - Argyle & Sunset - Sunset Media Tower - r/p reports a 
m/w/a transient inside the location refusing to leave. Upon 
arrival we contacted the r/p (security officer) who told us that 
he had verbally advised the subject to leave the property or 
he would be placed under citizen’s arrest. 


Subject was uncooperative and was 415 with units. Subject 
walked across the street to the theater parking lot and was 
also advised to leave that property. After several attempts the 
subject left the property last seen walking w/b on Sunset.
